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INCOME TAX DUE 


Returns Must be Filed On or Before 
March 15. Bill Provides Heavy 


Penalties 
Washington, D. C. Work on the 
collection of $6,000,000,000° has been 
begun by the Bureau of Internal 


Revenue. This is the estimated yield 
of the new revenue bill. The income 
tax provisions of the act reach the 


the United States whose net income 
for 1918 was $1,000, or more, and of 


was $2,000 or more. 
income equalled or exceeded these 
amounts, according to their marital 
status, must file a return of income with 
the collector of internal revenue for the 
district in which they live, on or before 
March 15th, 

Here is what will happen to them if 
they don’t; for failure to file a return 
on time, a fine of not more than $1,000 
and an additional assessment of 25 
per cent of the amount of tax due. ; 

For “willfully refusing’ to make a 
return on time, a fine not exceeding 
$10,000 or not exceeding one year’s 
imprisonment, or both. 

For making false fraudulent 


a or 


return, a fine of not more than $10,000 


or imprisonment for not more than one 
year, or both, together with an addi- 
tional assessment of 50 per cent of the 
amount of tax evaded. 

For failure to pay the tax on time, a 
fine of not more than $1,000 and an 
additional assessment of 5 per cent of 
the amount of tax unpaid, plus 1 per 
cent interest for each full month during 
which it remains unpaid. 

In addition to the $1,000 and $2,000 
Personal exemptions, taxpayers are 
allowed an exemption of $200 for eich 
person dependent upon them for chief 
support if such person is under eighteen 
years of age 
support. Under the 1917 act, this 
exemption was allowed only for each 
dependent “child”. The head of a 
fan ily — one who supports one or more 
rersons closely connected with him by 
blood relationship, relationship by mar- 
raige, or by adoption — is entitled to all 
exenplidns allowed, a amarried:person, 

The normal rate of tax under the new

Payment of the tax may be made in 
full at the time of filing return or in

eRevenue — officers will visit) every 


county in the United States to aid 
taxpayers in making out their returns. 
The date of their arrival and the loca- 
tion of their offices may be ascertained 
by inquiring at offices of collectors of 
internal revenue, postoflices and banks. 
Failure to see these officers, however, 
does not relieve the taxpayer of his 
obligation to file his return and pay his 
tax within the time specified by law, 
In this case taxpayers must seek the 
Government, not the Government the 
taxpayer. , 


Ten Thousand Students Received 
Certificates 


The State Department of University 
Extension has been affected in) many 
ways by the signing of the Armistice. 
Up to this time the Department strained 
every nerve to meet) war demands, 
Classes in) Food Conservation and 
French were heavily attended, and 
industrial subjects were taught in 
many shops, so that mechanics might 
become more expert in turning out 
products which bore directly upon the 
war, 

There is now just as great a need for 
training which bears directly upon 
reconstruction work. The men, who 
have been foreed with war conditions 
into positions for which they were not 
educationally trained, realize that in 
order to hold these places they must 
be given a better training by education, 
This is equally true of the women, 
| Eventually there will be work enough, 
and to spare, but the best trained man 
will be the most useful and successful. 

Practically the entire Old World will 
have to be rebuilt, mechanically, edu- 
cationally, and industrially. Amateur 
workers will have no place, and there 
will be no extra money and time to be 
wasted by the untrained. Day schools 
alone cannot cope with the situation, 
nor can colleges. The men who are 
actually doing the work of the world 
must learn how to do it, even while 
they are working and earning. 

The Department of University Ex- 
tension is making every effort to grant 
the opportunity of educational training 
to every man and woman in Massachu- 
setts. Over one hundred and twenty- 
five courses are now being given by 
correspondence and in classes without 
any expense to the student beyond 
the purchase of books and lesson sheets, 
During the past year, nearly two thou- 
sand students have received certificates 
from this department upon the success- 
ful completion of their work, and about 
eleven thousand new students have been 
enrolled.

“Many of 5000: Armenians of Aintab 
of a population of 30,000, and 6000 of 
Marash, formerly 20,000, returned to 
find their homes deliberately demol- 
ished, their shops ruined, and their 
churches used as latrines. The.chil- 
dren are naked in the streets, and the 
Turks still threaten. The situation 
is now relieved by the presence of 
British troops under Sir Mark Sykes.” 

Other cablegrams state that not 
more than one quarter of the Armeni- 
an population. in Asia Minor has sur- 
vived the deportations and massacres.

Massachusetts has been asked by 
the American Committee for Relief to 
contribute $1,500,000 to the national 
fund of $30,000,000 in order to finance 
the rescue work. The committee un- 
dertook the task at the request of the 
United Staies State Department and 
the governments of the European Al- 
lies. The campaign in Massachusetts 
is under the direction of a committee 
headed by Dr. Charles W. Eliot, presi- 
dent emeritus of Harvard University. 
Among men who ‘ accepted appoini- 
ments to this committee recently are 
United States Senator-elect David J. 
Walsh, Joseph T. Brennan, Field Di- 
rector for New England for the Na- 
tional Catholic War Work Council, 
Cardinal O'Connell, and Dr. Harry A. 
Garfield, President of Williams Col- 
lege and United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator. 

There was shown in Boston last 
week the photo spectacle ‘‘Ravished 
Armenia,” the official picture of the 
American Committee for Relief in the 
Near East, which is based on the re- 
port of former United States ambas- 
sador to Turkey, Henry Morgenthau, 
and Lord James Bryce, chairman of 
the Committee of the European Allies 
for the Near East. 

The Boston censor allowed this pic- 
ture to be displayed because it was 
propaganda for the campaign. He 
said he would not permit it to .be 
shown as a commercial  propostiton. 
Yet missionaries who were in Turkey 
during the massacres who have seen 
the film say that it is true in each de- 
tail and that many of the horrible 
crimes the Turks committed upon the 
Armenian people could not be shown. 

Each scene is a reproduction of a 
historical fact. The Turks are depic- 
ted throwing Armenian children into 
the Black Sea, driving men, women, 
and children into houses which they 
then set on fire leaving the inmates to 
perish. Mrs. Jeannette Emrich, a re- 
turned missionary, declared that she 
saw on the banks of the Black Sea the 
graves of Armenian children whose 
bodies had been washed ashore, and 
watched the Turks drive an American 
woman, the wife of a Syrian physi- 
cian, into one.of the human bonfires. 

The United States and the other

No campaign has been more heart- 
ily endorsed hy the leading citizens 
of all religious denominations in Am- 
erica than the one for relief in the 
Near East. President Wilson, Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, Cardinal O’Connell, Food 
Administrator Herbert Hoover, ‘Bis- 
hop Lawrence and hundreds of other 
prominent men have endorsed it. 
One of the last contributions made by 
Theodore Roosevelt was to the Near 
East fund. 

A number of persons who were in 
Turkey during the early days of the 
Ceportations are now in Massachu- 
setts and are speaking for the Massa- 
cbusetts committee. Among these is 
John Kingsley Birge, a professor in 
the International college at Smyrna. 
Mr. Birge said that in July, 1916, while 
traveling “rom Smyrna to Constan- 
tinople on the Bagdad railroad, he 
passed and talked with thousands of 
Armenians who were herded at sta- 
tions awaiting transportation in cat- 
tle cars to the end ot the railroad. 
‘These people he said, were driven on 
foot over the Taurus mountains to 
tbe Arubian deserts. 

Regarding the appropriation by 
Congress of $100,000,000 the Massa- 
ctusetts committee for Relief in the 
Near F ias issued the following 
etatement: 

“The Act by the Congress of the 
United States appropriating one hun- 
dred million dollars for European 
relief inclu:les the Armenians, Syrians 
and the Greeks of Asia Minor at the 
discretion of the President, but it 1s 
in the form of a revolving fund from 
which the expenditures shall be re- 
imbursed as far as possible by the 
Governments or peoples to whom re- 
lief is furnishea. It also requires that 
an itemized statement in this connec- 
tion shall be made to Congress at its 
next session. 

“Cablegrams from President Wil- 
son and Mr. Hoover plainly indicate 
that the entire one hundred million 
will be required for the relief of Euro- 
pean peoples able to furnish security, 
and that fully thirty million dollars 
should be given outright by the Am 
erican people for Armenian and Sy- 
rian relief 

“In view of these facts, the best we 
can hope for is a few millions from 
the one hundred million appropria- 
tion by Congress, which will be 
wholly inadequate to meet the needs 
cf millions of starving and naked peo- 
ple, most of whom are women and 
children, driven from their homes 
Surely the American people, in the 
face of such dire need and distress.

LIBRARY REPORT 


Books Issued For Home Use in 1918 
33,352. Influenza Affected Li- 
brary. 640 Pooks Sent 
to Soldiers. 


To the Trustees of the Memorial Hall 

Library: 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit the report of the 
library for the twelve months ending 
December 31, 1918. 

The number of books issued during 
1918 for home use at the Memorial Hall 
was 33352. At Ballardvale, 5753 were 
borrowed. In 1917, we issued 35731, and 
Ballardvale circulated 6136. 

These figures afford a basis for an 
interesting comparison. By order of 
the Board of Health, we were closed 
during the epidemic of influenza, from 
September 26th to October 28th. For 
a second shorter period during Novem- 
ber, no young people under twenty-one 
were permitted to come to the library. 
Considering that the library was open 
but 276 days during 1918, as opposed 
to 304 in 1917, it will easily be seen that, 
under normal conditions, we should 
have exceeded our record for the pre- 
vious year, both at the main library and 
al Ballardvale, and that, in proportion 
to the time the library was open, its use 
has been greater. The month of 
November was especially busy. The 
period of closing was not without bene- 
fit, for it brought home to the town 
what Andover would be without a 
public library, and many expressfons of 
appreciation were received when the 
borrowing of, books was again per- 
mitted. During the time that it was 
closed, the library was thoroughly 
cleaned and fumigated. 

We have done a large amount of war 
work during the year. We have col- 
lected and sent to Cambridge for dis- 
tribution, 640 books for the soldiers, 
which, in addition to 893 volumes sent 
in 1917, means a big contribution for a 
town of this size. The books actually 
shipped, are but a part of those collected 
for not everything brought was suitable 
for the reading of a camp: the rest were 
distributed to’mission schools or colored 
hospitals or otherwise disposed of. 
Only timely and interesting books were 
sent from Andover to the soldiers. 

We have also distributed an immense 
amount of printed literature from the 
government and from other agencies, 
on gardens and on food conservation of 
every kind. Our new bulletin board, 
changed every few days, has displayed 
material of this nature, together with

The appeal for victrola records for 
camp use resulted in a large number 
being left at the library. Another 
special call was for Baedekers’ guide- 
books, and many to whom the giving 
up of these relics. of past European 
journeys was a real sacrifice, responded 
to the request from those whose need 
was’greater. A very appreciative letter 
came from the War Department to the 
Library, thanking those who had been 
willing to render this patriotic service 
at the call of their country. Tf possible, 
these books are to be returned to their 
donors when no longer needed. 

There has been a great demand for 
material on the war, and a very marked 
interest shown by boys and young men, 
in these volumes. The library has 
taken pains to choose only those of 


In the absence of proper facilities for 
the use and display of this material, the 
library can at present, only store them 
in the attic. The collection, in years to 
come, will grow in value as a contem- 
porary record. The A. V. I. S. has 
provided a second copy of the House 
Beautiful, for circulation. 


One of the most interesting services | 


that has ever taken place in the Me- 
morial Hall was the dedication on 
November 9th, of the temporary tablet 
to the memory of the Andover men who 
fell in the Great War for Liberty. The 


building was taxed to its utmost ca-| 


pacity. Since*the Memorial Hall itself 
is the town’s tribute to its sons who 
served in the Civil War, the place 
was petuliarly

The high cost of living affects the 
library. Books and supplies of all 
kinds have greatly increased in price, as 
well as the cost of necessary labor. 
That we have been able to accomplish 
as much during the year, as we have 
done, is due to great care and careful 
management on the part of the Trus- 
tees and of the library staff. It is most 
desirable that at the next town meet- 
ing, the library appropriation may be 
made with a full realization that its 
expenses are increasing with those of 
every town department.

LARGEST PIG CLUB 


The Report of Essex County 1918 
Club Work Shows Essex County 
Most Successful in State 

Five hundred and twenty-five boys 
and girls between the ages of nine and 


pigs and fulfilled State club require- 
ments. This type of work proved of 
extreme interest and permanent value. 
The drive for club members was carried 
on in April by Mr. Farley, State Leader 
of Boys’ and Girls’ Club work, Mr. Rice, 
State Pig Club Leader, Mr. Gaskill, 
Essex County Agricultural Agent, Mr. 
Kennedy, Animal Husbandry Instruc- 
tor at the County Agricultural School, 
| local Agricultural Supervisors and school 
teachers. The drive was carried on 
through public schools in every section 
of the county. Eighty schools were 
visited covering twenty-two towns and 
seven cilies. 

Considerable time was spent in 
securing pigs to supply pig club mem- 
bers. As many pigs as possible were 
bought from Essex County farmers, 
but because of the few that could be 
obtained, the Essex County Coopera- 
tive Farming Association, through the 


Essex County Farm Bureau, bought 
450 pigs in New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. The pigs sold at $8.00 each. 
In all, 585 pigs were distributed 

In Lynn, Haverhill and Gloucester, 
banks came forward and loaned money 
to boys and girls (who could not buy 
their pig outright) on a note, the note 
being given for six months and to the 
value of the pig. 

Pigs were distributed in a series of 
fourteen pig squeals. All squeals were 
attended by a large gathering of chilp- 
ren and grown-ups. In Haverhill the 
traffic on the main street was held ud 
while the Mayor gave his little speech, 
and Mr. Gaskill, County Agent, handed 
out 100 pigs to club members. 

During the summer the members 
received valuable instructions in the 
care and feeding of their, pigs, and 
practically every member was visited 
several times by county and local leader. 
Valuable reading material was sent out 
each’ month to every member treating 
with club work instructions. 

During the month of June, local pig 
clubs were formed, each having a 
President, Vice-President and Secre- 
tary, and members conducted’ their 
own monthly meetings. Meetings treat- 
ed with important pig club subjects. 
Twenty-two clubs were formed. 

At the second series‘of meetings the 
members were taken to some nearby 
farm, where-good pigs were kept, and 
a judging demonstration was given and 
a judging team formed. 

In August the biggest day of the 
club vear took place. In order to bring 
the different club members together 
or competition, education and recrea- 


tion, a Junior Agricultural Field Day 
was held. In the forenoon, the agri- 
cultural events took place. Pig judging 


tification of vegetable seeds, weeds 
and grasses, demonstrations in poultry 
culling, demonstrations in selecting 
vegetables for Fairs, etc., and strong 
competition was shown between the 


nineteen successfully raised one or more | different clubs. The afternoon program recently 


was entirely recreational. Potato races 
were held, three-legged races, 100-yard 
dashes, tugs-of-war, etc., and the 800 
boys and girls in attendance, from every 
section of the county enjoyed them- 
selves to the limit. This was the 
largest gathering of young folks ever 
held at the Agricultural School. 

Though most of the pigs June Ist, 
weighed but 18 to 20 pounds, some of 
them December Ist, weighed from 
250 to 300 pounds. After considering 
very carefully the work done by boys 
and girls, the methods used in caring 
for their pig, carefulness and neatness of 
record books and story, the rapidity and 
cheapness in gain of pig, the judges 
awarded the prizes.

At Peabody Hotns, Pictures to be 
Shown and Purchased Next 
Week 


Next week Andover is to have an 
unusual opportunity in an art exhibit 
which is to be given thru the kindness 
of Phillips Academy. On Wednesday, 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday, Febru- 
ary twenty-sixth to March first inclu- 
sive, there will be an exhibit of various 
works of art at the Peabody House. 
The collection has been loaned to the 
school by the wellknown Elson Art 
Publication Company of Belmont. 

These pictures are of great variety, 
covering the fields of architecture, 
painting and sculpture. All are photo- 
graphs taken from the originals; cathe- 
drals, famous pieces of sculpture, and 
paintings which hang in the Louvre and 
other famous galleries. The subject 
matter is varied and interesting 
that everyone will find several pictures 
of especial appeal. 

Although this exhibition is primarily 
educational, having been brought here 
for the benefit of the boys of Phillips 
Academy, an opportunity is offered to 
picture-lovers to purchase whichever 
they desire.

boy problem. What the church does 
nol accomplish was emphasized by 
accounts of crap-shooting on Sundays. 
Boys who are wage earners do this form 
of gambling in sheds or sunny nooks 
during the winter, or in groves and 
shady retreats during summer. Some- 
times the police break up their games, 
bul they are easily resumed at another 
place; and the green boys are always 
coming along fast enough to yield a 
profit. to the more expert) gamblers. 
Add to this the sly drinking of intoxi- 
ceants, said to be facilitated by drug 
store sales; also add the questionable 
companionships of hindreds who ride 
into Lawrence for “pick-ups” or for 
“movies”? and you have a real big job 
for any church to tackle. Itis a job out 
of the reach of police and out of the 
reach of parents; especially of those 
parents who are perfectly willing to let 
the public take care of their children. 
Why doesn’t the church do it?) Why 
not blame the church as useless and 
inefficient if she doesn’t step in to do 
what parents neglect and what escapes 
the police? The church maintains a 
Sunday School and yeung’ peoples’ 
meetings, but these seem to be out- 
grown and a mere joke to this particular 
set of young men. If the church could 
do something that is not religious it 
might appeal. And no one Church could 
succeed by itself; because the young 
men belong to different parishes. Per- 
haps a united work non-religious might 
be instituted. If some person could be 
found to erect a building and to endow 
it, without Y. M. C. A. restrictions, 
perhaps the churches might aid in its 
care — providing -a wholesome resort 
for young men without gambling, 
without intoxicating drinks, and with- 
out improper female society. But 
without these bits of spice it would be 
doubtless unsuited to the tastes of 
some young men, and these would 
constitute a residuum of sufficient size 
to rebuke the church for her continued 
inefficacy. The churches have a con- 
siderable number of unfilled orders on 
their books; but lack of capital, and 
the difficulty of finding a_ sufficient 
mumber of trained workmen, seriously 
reduces the possible profits of religion. 
It is confidently expected, however, that 
some gains will be made over the 
present achievements of the church. 
The criticisms of church inefficiency 
next Sunday will cover its unfilled obli-

Miss Evans at Woman’s Union 


Yesterday afternoon the South 
Church Womans’ Union had for their 
speaker, Miss Ona Evans of the Schau- 
ffler Missionary Training School of 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

The meeting was led by Mrs. Henry 
C. Sanborn. Miss Mary A. Abbct told 
of the work to be accomplished with the 
fund of $10,000,000 which is being 
raised by the  Interdenominational 
churches for an Emergency Fund to be 
used to help in reconstruction work. 

Miss Evans gave a brief history of the 
way in which Dr. Shauffler came to 
establish the school in Cleveland, 
where forty years ago lived 2500 Bo- 
hemians. He and Mrs. Schauffler 
understood their language and he got 
together several young men and young 
women to help him. Miss Clara Ho- 
bart offered her home for the girls 
from which they soon overflowed, and a 
building was erected which served as 
cramped quarters until ten years ago. 
Then a fine new building was put up, 
with all modern equipment, and that 
is now in use for a school of about 
forty girls. They do all their own work, 
and although there are fourteen different 
nationalities now, they live in perfect 
harmony, all with the one leading idea 
of training to be ef service to their 
peoples. They learn theolcgy, all 
kinds of practical domestic science, 
music, and it is not uncommon for a 
girl to speak ten languages. 

Miss Evans ‘told various incidents 
showing how these Schaufller girls 
throughout this country in stations and 
at embarkation ports, have helped out 
the new-comers in this strange land.

“Fifty cases, containing over 100,000 
garments made and donated by women 
of New England for babies of the wives 
of French soldiers, and other prospective 
French mothers, have been received by 
Mme. Sarcy-Brisson, the noted French 
woman who has secured a hospital in 
the heart of Paris for a maternity home, 
it was announced in a letter today, re- 
ceived by Dr. Eliza T. Ransom of Bay 
State road. 

Three cases, now nearly ready, re- | 
main to be shipped, and these, with the | 
remainder of the shipment and an ap- | 
proximate $20,000 in cash, make the 
total subscription of New England wo- 
men to this cause about $40,000. 

The maternity work, Dr. Ransom 
states, will be launched as soon as the 
French wounded soldiers back from the 
war and now quartered in the building 
are demobilized and mustered out or 
sent to other hospitals. 

As soon as this occurs Dr. Ransom 
will leave Boston with a working staff. 
to take residence in Paris, where she 
will have charge of the organization of 
the new baby work. 

Two or more experienced maternity 
workers will go with her, and this force 
will become a nucleus for-the organiza- 
tion of a group of French women to be 
trained along similiar lines.” 


In Memory of Rev. Lyndon Ss. 
Crawford 


Last Sunday evening in the Con- 
gregational. Church at. Topsfield, a 
memorial service was held in honor 4, 
of a fdrmer pastor, Reverend Lyndon 
Smith: Crawford; D. D. Dr. Crawford 
died September 26, 1918 at Trebizond, 
Turkey, where he had been since 1903 as 
a missionary of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions.

A. B. LeBoutillier with Y. M. C. A. 
in France, is Observing Much 
Besides His Pike’s Peak Back 
Drop. He is Learning 
the American People 


The following letter written to Mrs. 

Hl. H. Tyer will surely be of interest 
for many reasons, but perhaps chiefly 
because it is full of the observations of a 
keen thinker. 
Dear Mrs. Tyer: | am down here at 
Brest, — not on my way home, as so 
many are, but instead, I’m painting 
scenery for the Y. M. C. A. auditorium, 
a big wooden shed of a building. Who 
would think that painting scenery for 
the Barnstormers would lead to this! 
One never can tell what his acts will 
lead to, so it behooves us to take care, 
doesn’t it? If I couldn't do this they 
might have gotten tired of me and sent 
me home. Oh why did I ever learn to 
do it? 

I have painted a big back drop and 
two wings, representing Pike’s Peak 
seen through a gap in a pine forest, — all 
done from boyhood memory, and a vivid 
imagination. IT was pleased when three 
boys from Colorado who had always 
lived in sight of Pike’s Peak, asked me 
if that was what I intended. One boy 
was born in Boulder, but left there when 
he was small. 

This is an embarkation camp, and one 
meets fellows from all parts of the U. S. 
I found several friends among them, and 
others who knew friends of mine. 

The whole army is homesick, and so 
am |. If T ever get home again 
which seems likely —I shall not want 
to leave home again without my family. 
Thank goodness the war is over, and I 
shall not have to stay out the two years 
I feared they would keep me. 

Last summer I was at Neufchateau, 
— half way between Naney and Chau- 
mont, and was in quite close touch 
with army movements. But so long as 
the Allies were victorious, I was in no 
danger of being a hero. Since. the 
middle of October -until the first of 
January, | was at Paris. But being in 
Paris in wartime is not like being there 
when all the museums and places of 
interest are open. While there, | 
longed to get out where I could use my 
hands. When I was at Neufchateau, I 
was building, now since they discovered 
that I could wield a brush, I am paint- 
ing. I hope what I have been able to do 
has been of some comfort to a few of our 
boys. Goodness knows they deserve all 


‘+that ts coming to them.—- 


One thing that has impressed me is 
the fine types one meets from the 
South and West. I had never met 
many southern boys before, and I have 
found a lot of them, simple and honest 
and friendly. - Almost: always: ready- to 
visit and ready to lend a hand, and 
grateful for even little favors. 

The Y. M. C. A. has a great quantity 
of parsons of all denominations over 
here, —some are good, and a_ great 
many make it clear why the churches 
have such a struggle for existence. I 
mustn't write any more on that sub- 
ject, or T might say something that 
would be better unsaid. When T came 
over here T expected to return with my 
ideas of church ritual broadened, but 
I have been thoroughly convinced that 
any ritual that) will) prevent) familiar 
conversation with the Almighty on 
topics of the day, is better than un- 
stinted latitude, The world is full of 
poor imitations of Billy Sunday. After 
all, the religion that goes here, is the 
kind that does things 99 per cent self- 
sacrifice, and To am = glad to say that 
ministers of all) denominations have 
made ‘good in that. 

I thought T was going to be a howling 
success as a “mixer”? but it takes the 
Western man to do that. When I 
have found a “secretary” who is a 
great success, Vd almost bet my boots 

my most valuable possession that 
the man comes from west of Chicago. 
The Massachusetts people seem to be 
afraid of going too far. 

Well, when T came over, I said the 
experience would do me good, even if I 
didn’t do any good to the boys, and it 
has. [certainly know my country 
better, and IT have found’ my limita- 
tions. Incidentally T have found some 
weak spots in our American civiliza- 
tion. We are mighty big in some ways, 
but all-fired small in others. I might 
also add that IT am a better American 
than before I came over. I’m _ tre- 
mendously proud of our people, those 
who stayed at home, as well as those 
who came over here. And also it is a 
great satisfaction to see in what high 
esteem the “common. people” here 
regard President Wilson. I hope 
nothing happens to dampen their en- 
thusiasm. And [I also hope that the 
boys get home before they wear out 
their welcome. It is no small trial to 
these people to have several million 
friends visiting them. 

I must turn in now and get under that 
big feather comforter. My landlord 
can’t understand why I sleep with my 
windows open, — he says one shouldn't 
do that for fear of catching cold. It's 
not done in France.

IDEALS AND TAXES: 


Andover In Debt to Make Town 
Attractive. Why are__ not 
“Wealthy and_ Refined’’ 
Citizens Forthcoming to 
Keep Money Here? 

Xo» one who has his hand upon the 
pulse of our town and feels its throb, 
vay fail to be impressed by its laudable 
ambition. ‘This ambition is inspired by 
the hope of attracting to our community 
men and women of wealth, of intelli- 
venee, of refinement and executive 
ibhty. ‘fo accomplish this desirable 
resull many things are found necessary. 
lhe town must furnish what this class 


of persons desire. Its churches, its 
schools, its Sanitation, its fire pro- 
tection, its police, its lighting, its 


parks and its highways must be up-to- 
date and of the highest order, This 
mubition is shared by all our citizens. 
No family in Andover is so hedged by 
poverty, so at its wits end to procure 
the necessities of subsistence, so crowded 
mito the -back streets or uttermost 
fringes of our town, as not to feel pride 
in working for these results. The 
Well-to-do of Andover have no mono- 
poly of ambition, Andover — pays 
over $1000 each month to support its 
poor, but not one of these beneficiaries 
fails to desire the best; diamonds, 
seal-skins, limousines, fine houses, costly 
furniture, rare pictures, and freedom to 
go and come — these things are desired 
by the poor as much, and often more, 
than by the rich, 

‘Yo procure these attractive features 
the citizens of Andover have taxed their 
resources to the utmost limit. 

\t enormous expense they have 
installed a water supply, a sewer sys- 
tem, a lightings system, built miles of 
macadam highway, erected a $111,000 
high school building, equipped the town 
with up-to-date fire-trucks, and 
larged the function of their Board of 
Health. These actual accomplishments, 


however, have not exhausted — their 
ambition. Much yet remains to be 
done. It is hoped that every inch of 


our 175 miles of highway will. be ma&- 
cadamized, and well lighted; that our 
water,,supply shall’ find its. way. inte 
every kitchen to the remotest boundary 
‘of our territory; that reinforced cement 
bridges shall arch all our streams; that 
additional sewer extension and _filter- 
beds shall stigmatize as ragh any at- 
tempt on the part of a disease germ to 
dgmicile in our’ town. So intent and 
insistent are we, in Andover, upon 
realizing these laudable ambitions tha 
we enlist in their- support, the braing® 
the cullure and the rhetorical forces of 
our community. This we have done 
year by year; but by so doing, have 
piled up a debt of $355000. — jumped 
our tax-rale, during the last five years 
18 1-3 per cent and are asked this year 
lo jump it to 63 1-3 per cent. 

This has been a costly experiment; 
the question, therefore, is a pertinent 
one: —has it’ paid? Tlas the result 
aimed at been achiéved? Do_ these 
attractive features attract? Are men 
and women of wealth and refinement 


en- | 
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making Andover their home? 
our new High School was projected th 
claim put forward by its promoters wa 
that such a building would attract a 
splendid class of people to our town to 
share in its benefits. Has it done so? 
It might prove illuminating to count 
upon one’s fingers the number of 
“wealthy and refined"? people who have 
purchased estates in) Andover during 
the year. Will the reader of this article 
stop right here and begin to count. Or 
take a period of six years — years of 
increasing tax-rate -— have we drawn 
hither one each year? Can you count 
six “wealthy and refined’? families 
who have settled among us during this 
period? One of the finest estates in all 
Andover has been on the hunt for a 
purchaser for several years. Only last 
lust Saturday the writer exhausted 
every argument to persuade a “wealthy 
and refined” Boston man to buy it. 
The writer expatiated upon the scenery 
of Andover; upon all the above men- 
tioned improvements; he praised our 
churehes and our schools and our fire- 
protection. This “wealthy and re- 
fined’ gentleman had just sold a 
$65,000 house and was consequently an 
eligible customer.” But he failed to be 
profoundly impressed by the things that 
bulk so large in the realm of our am- 
bition. The writer will be forgiven if he 
confesses to a suspicion whether this 
costly experiment has not been carried 
far enough. We are running in debt at 
an average amount of $14,000) each 
year for the last seven years. ‘To com- 
pensate for this $11000 — the “wealthy 
and refined” newcomer would need to 
invest $630,000 — in) extra taxable 
property, either real or personal, in our 
town. Does the reader know of any 
such an investment by any such New- 
Comer? Does our wealthiest and most 
enterprising and greatest Benefactor 
who just now, regardless of expense, is 
transforming one of the least attractive 
spots in Andover into the most beau- 
tiful, does even his yearly investment 
in Andover property cover our yearly 
indebtedness? The writer questions 
whether his entire investment in) An- 
dover is suffigient to do this. But what 
shall be said of other wealthy menan dur 
midst? Are they investing and re- 
investing money in Andover, are they 
building new. houses, new. stores, new 
factories, or laying out new— parks? 
These men are making money as never 
before, but it does not find its way into 
our town treasury; it finds its way into 
stocks and bonds and notes scattered 
all over the U.S. Much of this, as the 
$1,000,000 invested) by Andover in 
Government Bonds, yields no tax 
whatever; and most of their intangible 
property yields the town less than one 
quarter of what the poorest house owner 
in Andover. pays per $1000, 

Thus far it is apparent that in pur- 
suance of a laudable ambition the town 
is yearly falling behind $11000 in its 
income-producing property; that no rich 
men moving into town, nor rich men 
resident of the town (with one notable 


exception) are investing their capital 
here, or are likely to do so. Therefore, 
since taxes are derived from real and 
personal property, this property must 


Whe: | tand sponsor for town expenses, but 


his remains stationary or falls behind. 
Not to increase the source of income 
While increasing the expenses of the 
-own is manifestly unwise if not ruinous, 
{t can be done only by eating into the 
rincipal and this is done by raising the 
tax-rate. Were the major part of the 
property of the Well-to-do invested in 
our town, this extra tax would be 
distributed among rich and poor equi- 
tably. 

As it now is a mere fraction of the 
rich man’s wealth avails for our taxes, 
while in most cases the poor man’s all is 
invested in his little house and barn, 
cow and chickens. Upon him falls the 
heavy end of the beam and this is 
beginning to gall his shoulder. He finds 
shimself caught between two devouring 
forces, eating “away his pittance: — 
rising interest on mortgage and rising 
tax-rate. To wriggle free from this 
dilemma is impossible and he can only 
register a protest. Hundreds of such 
citizens suffer inarticulate, save to their 
next door neighbor. They feel that 
they are being crowded to the wall by 
those whose unit of value is $100 while 
their units is a dime. That they are 
forced to pay for improvements wholly 
beyond their means. As a result, there 
is growing in our midst a spirit of unrest 
and antipathy toward those responsible 
for this extravagance. If the present 
policy is pursued, reaction will surely 
come and come suddenly; and when 
it comes it will leave wreckage in its 
train. May the intelligence and good 
sense of our citizens, now prevented 
from realizing the situation by — en- 
grossment in personal concerns, begin 
to reflect and to act.

Regarding Andover’s Filter Beds ' 


The action of the Finance Committee 
in not approving the proposed expendi- 
ture of $3000.00 on Filter Beds is to 
be regretted, and if this is due to the 
fact that after our Chairman had ob- 
tained the approval pf the #inance 
Committee last year the writer failed 
to carry out his wishes a full explana- 
tion would seem to be in order. 

It is a matter of common knowledge 
that we had been repeatedly urged by 
the State Department of Health: to 
enlarge and improve the Filter Beds 
from year to year, Letters have been 
received from time to time, some of 
which might be construed as orders, 
although the same are in no sense of the 
word, mandatory. i 

We had been urged, as you know, to 
cut our appropriation for 1918 in every 
conceivable way, and when these mat- 
ters were taken up by the Finance Com- 
mittee, we felt that we had gone more 
than half-way when we cut our High- 
way Department appropriation $15,000 
below the amount originally considered. 
A further cut of $10,000, by — the 
Finance Conimittee caused us to go 
into these. matters more thoroughly, 
and at a meeting held ahout noon on 
Town Meeting Day, from which our 
Chairman unfortunately was forced 
to absent himself on account of sick- 
ness, it was agreed that we might forego 


the proposed expenditure on the Filter 
Beds during 1918. ; 

Before reaching this conclusion we 
went over the matter very carefully 
with our Superintendent, to ascertain 
if the Filter Beds then in operation, 
would meet all requirements, and he 
assured us that they would if the work 
was not put off for a period of: more 
than one year. 

Owing to the shortage of labor we 
would have experienced great difficulty 
in doing this work, and although the 
Finance Gommittee were willing sub- 
sequent eyents would seem to have 
justified our position, for it is a question 
if any of this money could have been 
used, 

So much opposition was encountered 
at the Town Meeting to every expendi- 
ture proposed by the Board of Public 
Works that we believed we were doing 
the Town a service instead of an in- 
justice, in recommending that this 
article be tabled, in order that work, 
which from our point of view was more 
important, might be accomplished. 


The situation at present is as follows: 

Four riuter peas ana one Sludge Bed 
built in 1917 are practically completed, 
except for levelling. The main pipes 
and gates are on the ground, and 
$3000.00 is required to lay the pipes 
and put the beds in operation, Practi- 
cally 90% of this money will be used for 
labor. 


The Filter Beds — of which there are 
twenty-three in number — are now used 
to their full capacity, and the State 
Department of Health will not be satis- 
fied with the present conditions for a 
much longer period. 


The following is a letter dated 
January 25th received from Chief 
Engineer Goodnough, which is. self- 


explanatory: 

“Sometime ago this Department 
advised your Board of the need of 
providing an additional filtration 
area for the disposal of the sewage 


of the town, and your department 
in response to this recommendation 
began sometime ago the construc- 
tion of additional filters. 

It has been necessary practically 
everywhere during the war, to sus-* 
pend the -earrying out of such 
works, but now that the war has 
ended, and men-are available forgp 
the purpose, the work need be no 
longer delayed. It is urgently 
necessary that the filters at’ Ando- 
ver be very materially enlarged at 
the earliest possible time, since 
considerable sewage or unpurified 
effluent now finds its way into the 
streams. [Furthermore, unless the 
fillers are enlarged materially in 
the near future, it will be necessary 
to overwork the present beds, with 
the result that considerable recon- 
struction may be required to-bring 
them back into proper condition. 

I, therefore, urge that you take 
up the matter of increasing the 
“size of your filtration area as soon 
as the weather is favorable for such 
work, and “that the area be en- 
larged’ at least to the extent *men- 
tioned in the recommendation 
of this Department dated October

Looks Forward to "Great Old Time’’ 


William) Poland received this letter 
from Private C. G. Nunn of Company 
G, 58th U. S. Infantry. He is now 
stationed at Coblenz, and, while the 
letter does not tell anything startling or 
new, it is an interesting and chatty 


letter written by one to whom “old 
Andover” will seem a pretty welcome 
spot. 


‘“We were somewhere in France when 
the finish came, and near enough to the 
front to hear the last shots fired. Since 
then we have hiked through Lorraine 
into Germany, and are stationed at 
Coblenz, — a pretty big city almost as 
large as Boston, This is the first and 
only large city we have stayed in, this 
side of the pond. We got a great re- 
ception as we marched through Luxem- 
burg and Lorraine, flags were flying and 
banners with ‘Welcome to our Libera- 
tors”. You can imagine the French 
people were more than glad to be back 
under French government after being 
ruled by the Germans for over forty 
years, 

The Germans treat us alright, and as 
a matter of fact, you would hardly 
believe we were at war only afew months 
ago. There are very fine buildings and 
stores here, and as IT went through the 
city today, | saw the stores decorated for 
Christmas and people buying Christ- 
mas trees, It certainly made me feel 
a little homesick. ‘ 

We were surely kept busy all the time 
\that we were in France. We were on 
the front and under heavy fire for about 
fifty days at one stretch, and during that 
time I had the thrilling experience of 
crossing “No Man’s Land" and going 
over the top. I cannot describe what I 
saw and went through. 

I was sorry to hear about “Lug” 
Daly and ‘fom Platt,—-they were both 
good fellows, and will certainly be 
missed around the old town. — It’s 
a tough old game, and it’s a good thing 


it is all over. 

I can imagine there was some great 
excitement around the place when you 
got the news. I'll bet the boys on the 
hill went wild. There was little doing 
here, just seemed to be taken as a mat- 
ter of course. All you could hear from 
the French was ‘‘Finis War" and 
“Vinis Boche”, 

Well, its pretty close to Christmas, 
and I imagine I shall spend mine in 
Germany. I have spent Christmas in 
the U. S., England, Wales and now in 
Germany. We'll have one great old

In a recent number of “The Stars 
and Stripes” there were given the 
stories of fifteen different. combat 
divisions of the American Expedition- 
ary l°orces, — what they have done 
and how to recognize them by their 
Insignia, This insignia is worn on the 
left shoulder by all members of combat 
divisions and by corps and army troops. 
It is also painted on vehicles and other 
divisional property. Behind the adop- 
tion of nearly all the designs is an 
interesting story having to do with 
state traditions, symbolical beasts or 
military achievements. For instance, 
the 29th division has around dise, partly 
blue and partly gray, to indicate a union 
in arms of the North and the South; 
the 26th has a dark blue “ Y D” mono- 
gram superimposed on a diamond of 
khaki cloth. ‘Phe initials stand for the 
nickname “ Yankee Division.”” 

Among those divisions in which 
Andover boys are represented are the 
26th, the 29th and the 30th. For those 
divisions the stories are given below and 
will serve as a guide for those interested. 


Twenty-Sixth Division
